F. Bledson Dead.

Rev. H. F. Bledson, Pastor of Vo. 
dena Circuit, died Monday, Jung 6th, 
at 10 o'clock a. m. His sudden death 
was a shock to the community in 
which he lived.

80 our 
hamanitarianisem is too ridiculons to 
be made & connt in the argument of 
justification. 

The Negro will be exterminated soon 
enongh at best, withont being over- 
anxious to die in the defense of a conn 
try that is decimating his numbers 
daily. 

The colored men would far better be 
employed in remaining at home, mar 
rying wives aud giving the race sons 
and danghters, and perpetnating our 
existence, than rushing into a death 
struggle for a conntry that cares noth- 
ing for their rights or manhood, and 
wait till they are wanted, and then the 
nation will feel and know his worth 
and concede to him the respect due the 
defenders of a nation. 

It is very likely that the Negro will

opinions of the other. It is to place 
one's self in the way of a project, and 


potency of arguments retard its pro- 
gress or defeat it. 

To be in* opposition is to render 
abortive the efforts put forth by one 
or many, regardless of the end de- 
sired to be attained. Opposition may 
be: (a) physical, (b) mental or (e) re- 
ligious. 

Physical opposition is another 
phrase for obstraction. To obstruet is 
to block up, hinder, retard and keep 
back, as the flow or passage of water. 
We may obstruct « road or river. Any 
one who blocks up. keeps back, or in 
any way hinders the onward march of 
progress, Whether it be civil, politi- 
cal, national, intellectual, moral or re- 
ligious, is said to be an obstructiouist 
or an opposer, 

Such a person is au enemy of good 
and a promoter of evil. Our motto 
should be: Onward! Forward!! Let 
ns make every landable effort to go 
forward, zocially, morally, intellec- 
tnally and financially, regardless of 
the many opposing torces with which 
we may have to contend in var up- 
ward march. As «a race, we *hould 
give no heed whatever to the advice of 
any wonld-be local leader, Whose 
counxel is to sit still, wait, be disin- 
terested” in the things which bave 
made other races prominent and in- 
fluential in the world, and who there- 
by di-conrage movements which are 
calculated to elevate ns and so better 
our condition. 

We should acconnt all such advisers 
as the enemies and not the friends of 
the race. There are several ways in 
which opposition manifests itself. , 

By silence. ' «peaking or acting 
against a project. Opposition is said 
to be secret or open. There is an op- 
position which shows itself in inactiv- 
ity, doing nothing for nor against, and 
there is an opposition which manifests 
itself in active speech. We have on 
record a ease of inactive opposition and 
the awful consequences thereof. 
refer to the inhabitants of Meroz who 
did not help the people of God in their 
battle against the Canaanites, and for 
which they were cursed by God. Let 
us pause for a moment and ask the 
following questions: Did th le 
of Meroz help the people of God? No. 
Did they help their enemies, the 
Canaanites? No. Why were they 
oursed so bitterly? Because they did 
not lend- a helping hand to a good 
canse—the cause of God. They main- 
tained an inactive opposition. They 
were cursed for doing nothing. Cursed 
for being neutral. 0 

*OCurse ye, Meros, said the angel 
of the Lord, curse ye bitterly the 
ighabitants thereof.” Why? Because 
they came not to the help of the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty.” 

A man of strong influence in avy 
community does more to check the 
wheels of progress in his commnnity 
by his indifference to = good cause 
than a mag of weak influence can do 
by working agaiust it. The weight of 
a man's influence, whether exerted for 
or against an objeot, is commensurate 
with the weight of his character and 
reputation. No more, no less. If be 
is a man of good character and unsul- 
lied reputation, his influence, if exert- 
ed, for br against a thing, must un- 
doubtedly be great and potent, and to 
the same extent of power will his op- 
position to, or his endorsement of, any 
canse, affect its progress, enhance its 
interest or assure success. 

Would you know the weight of « 
man aside from his wealth and official 
authority, fiad out the weight of his 
influence; and wonld you know the 
weight of his influence, fund out the 
quality of his character or his social 
status in the community. Character 
gives influence, influence makes the 
man, and the want of it the fellow, 1 
say character, not reputation. Why? 
Because the difference between them 
at times is «0 great as that between 
light and darkness. Many a man is 
misrepresented in the reputation 
which he bears, and this is very fre- 
quently done by his friends and foes. 

For instance: If a man is represent- 
ed to be a better man than what be 
really is, then such s man is falsely 
represented, and this is what is com- 
monly done by a man's friends. 

On the other hand, if he is repre- 
sent as being worse than what he is, 
then he is misrepresented, aud this, 
too, is what a man's enemies will some 
times do, ; 

What then is the conclusion reach- 
ed? This, that we canngt certainly 
know & man until we have had some 
dealings with him. It will doubtless 
be patent to the intelligent mind that 
while a good reputation is desirable 
and commendable, aud a bad reputa- 
tion is deplorable, and, therefore, os- 
tracizds a man from good soeiet , and 
marks him as & person to be shunned, 
yet neither of these are entirely suffi- 
cient to determine our line of conduct 
towards an individual. 

Why? Because reputation is what 
people say a man is, and character is 
what that man is, really and truly, 

A man may be better or worse than 
his reputation, but he catinot better 
or worse than his character. 

This being a fact Which cannot be 
snccessfully contradicted, we condlude 
that a man may have & good reputa- 
tion, but a bad character; or à bad 
reputation, but a good character; 
or both reputation and character may 
be good or bad at the same time. 

Mau looketh at the outward ap- 
pearance, but God looketh on the 
beart.” This line of argument is ad-

GOOD OF OPPOSITION. 


This question was once asked: 
„Can there any good thing come ont 
of Nazareth?” 
asked: Can any good thing «ome out 
of opposition? Yes. But, it takes 
> wise, discorning man to ves it, and 
a «till wiser man to obtain it. 

Now, wherein lies the good of oppo- 
Sition? In this. Tt enables a man to 
discover one of two things - either his 
strength or weakness. But neither of 
these will be fully «een until the battle 
is over, until the clonds have rolled 
away, until the storms have ceaxed, 
and until defeat is sustained or victory 
is achieved. Again. A man in the 
midst of opposition finds out his 
friends and foes. Of course, we 
must be careful to distinguish 
between opposition to men 
and opposition to measures. This 
is indispeusably necessary, lest 
woe misjudge men and ttink that they 
are personally opposed, whereas their 
opposition may be directed against 
the measures adopted. or the means em- 
ployed, to attain a certain desired end 
It is a fact, however, not to be gain- 
said that very often, yea, in ninety- 
nine cases out of every one hundred, 
measures adopted to effect a certain 
purpose meet with opposition, fierce 
and determined, not becanse they are 
bad, impractioable or offensive, but 
becanse of antagonistic feelings in- 
dulged by the opposers against the 
promoters of a cause, or on account of 
« feeling of dislike, jealousy or ill 
will towards the person or persons who 
are engaged in carrying out those 
measures. 

Let the very peopie who are in op- 
position bave the tame work to do 
that they have made np their minds 
to fight, and, if possible, defeat, 
and ere long their incompetency 
will be seen and Babel written 
upon it, The spirit by* which-a cer- 
tain class of men is impelled to oppose 
certain things means this —**If I can't, 
you shaun We think it is time for 
members of our race who are thus 
guilty to abandon their snicidal policy 
aud show themselves men. 

Men of good purpose men of pro- 
gressive ideas; men of sound judgment; 
men worthy of confidence and respect. 
for it is very difficult for one to respect 
another in whom he cannot confide; 
men measuring up to the demands and 
necessities of the honr; men of indom- 
itable will exercised in maintaining 
the right; men of racial pride; men who 
will dare and do tlie right tLongh all 
the world may be against them: for 
done with God is a majority.” 

We need more manly men, 
better men; men of cour- 
age, trustworthy men; not 
xycophants, neither double- faced nor 
donble-tongned. Give ns more men 
of the right type and stamp and our; 
progress as & race will be more de- 
eided and steady. 

Jealousy is another cause of opposi- 
tion, This is no less true of the min- 
istry than it is of the laity. 

Sore people are just like the fable 
of the Dog aud the Ox in the Man- 
ger.” The dog conld not eat the bay 
himself and would not allow the ox to 
do 80. And there are people ir. our 
race who will do no good themselves, 
but they stand ready to pnll down 
every good thing that is designed to 
better our condition, This class of 
Negroes is a great cnrse to the race 
and a great hindrance to our progress. 

We often speak about the opposition 
of the white people against ns as a 
race, which, to say the least, is very 
much to be deplored. 

But there is no oppcsition so damag- 
ing and destructive as that which 
comes from within onr own ranks. 
We-talk-of the enmity of the white 
man against the black man, and we 
sometimes say that the white man is 
au enemy to the (our) race. But, have 
you ever given this snbject sober 
thought? Have you ever dispassion- 
ately considered the matter? Have 
you paused long enough to give this 
subject proper reflection and the at- 
tention it deserves? If you have, I am 
sure that you must, long ere this, have 
been convinced that the greatest ene- 
my the Negro has to contend with is 
— Pap" comes next. The 
aalty conduct of some of our peopl 
bears out this assertion. oh 6: 
No race of people on God's green- 
carpeted earth will ever amonnt to 
much or be given proper respect by 
any other race of people who claims 
to be superior, until the inferior(?) race 
learns to respect itself and those who 
are its properly constituted leaders.

We weigh anchor and reach $Snli- 

mah on Friday and Mannah on Satur- 
day. Trade it native products is 
enormons, but the civilized nations of 
Enrope give very little in exchange, 
save salt and rum. It is a disgrace to 
oivilisation! Brother Mason, an A. M. 
E. officer of enr church in Grand 
Bassa, and his family are also on 
board, and says much concerning the 
sore condition of the natives all along 
the west coast of Africa, Sabbath 
morning at 9 o'clock we anchor safely 
in Monrovia's beantifal harbor. We 
are expected and the sound of the sig- 
nal gun creates a stir in the charming 
city of Monrovia which graces the en- 
cbanting cape. Through the courtesy 
of Colonel Melvin, the barbor master, 
we are landed with the earliest dis- 
patch, and Dr. Manning and I went 
directly to the Eliza Ann Turner Me- 
norial Chapel” on Broad street, the 
seat of the session of the Libe- 
ria Annual Conference. In the midst 
of the most fervent welcome we were 
introduced by Rev. W. H. Heard, D. D., 
president of the Conference, to a crowd 
ed audience of more than 500 people, 
elegantly dressed, and strangely of oue 
mind to praise God by their unani- 
mons welcome to His servants of the 
African Church. Great liberty ac- 
companied ns in the exposition of the 
word, and hundreds of hearts re- 
zoiced openly. 
Several candidates for our ministry 
were obligated, and many members 
joined the charch at the close of the 
sermon. The eollection was 30 odd 
dollars. Cabinet officers, judges, pro- 
fessional men and their families were 
among the enthusiastie worshipere, 
aud we praised God that a black man's 
nation is found welcoming a black 
man's church. The Conference has 20 
odd men and some of them very able 
preachers. But what is best of all, 
they are wedded to their church and 
faithful to its canse. S 

It is a matter of general regret that 
Dr. Heard, U. S. consnlar general, has 
resigned his post, which, s0 far as 
the A. M. E. Church is concerned, will 
not be filled by his successor. The 
„Eliza Turner Memorial Church, 
however, will stand forever as a mem- 
orial also of his *acrifice for the cause 
of his church and God while he labor- 
ed for the cunse of bis country and 
race in his goverument post. The 
Conference passed due resolutions on 
his departure from them. The ap. 
pointments covered new territory, and 
yet places were left unsupplied. Dr. 
Manning, who oontinues secretary at 
the legation under the new adminis- 
tration, was appointed pastor of Eliza 
Ann Turner Chapel,” and Georgia el- 
oquenee will continue to ring ont in 
the. capital of the Lone Star republic. 
Presiding Elder Curtis, B. D., will

Church in Liberia than this hoary- 
haired veteran of the Cross, His voice 
is growing feebler and feebler and he 
refuses to be s1perannuated, but he 
rather 6k60s6s to die in the field of 
bottle. He is a worshipper of Bizhop 
Turner and Dr. Parks and if prayer 
has any efficacy, God will long bless 
our great Missionary Department. 
We occnpied in his brick residence the 
room that was filled by Bishop Turner 
once and we slept in his, Bishop Tar- 
ner's bed. Thursday night, 24th inst., 
we preach to a crowded house at Mill- 
burg. Rev. 8. T. Prout and Rev. Wm. 
H. Carter were present and a soul 
inspiring service was enjoyed. At our

The next day I returned to Monro- 
vis, The celebrated Dr. Blyden has 
just retired from the queen's vervice 
at Lagos and is on the banks of the 
St. Paul in quiet life. There is some 
talk of his entering the faculty of the 
Baptist Rick's Institute, but the y bay 
the great doctor is somewhat nerrons 
and can hardly remain there long. Dr, 
Blyden is growing «omewhat corpalent, 
looks well, is jovial and learned as 
over. Ho is expected to launch two 
books more upon the literary «eas 
oon. He begs to be remembered to 
the chnrch in America, If I were 
certain that Dr. Blyden is a Christian 
[ should feel happier, but I know Mo- 
hammedans who claim the doctor both 
in faith and practice. I trust the on- 
coming Wlumes will place! the de- 
tor in good company without dispute. 

Sabbath night at the great M. E. 
Church in Monrovia we wore greeted 
by an immense andience. They tell 
us that all the churches iu the city 
closed in order to hear us. Several 
pastors were on haud and we face 
ove of the most critical andiences 
from every standpoint ever before 
seen. The Rev. Prout, pastor, prayed 


and introduced the peaker in charm- 
ing and expectant remarks. We knew 
but one theme for the occasion, The 
Excellence of Christian Love, and 
atterance let it burn fierce'y from my 
heart. The effect was inspiring. On 
Monday night our energies were exer- 
cised in a lecture, Liberty and Inde- 
pendence, Historie and Prognostic.”” 
The people were all there, We were 
complimented with a grand reception. 
None love liberty so well as Liberians 
and their beautiful flag of 11 stripes, 
with the lone star in the blue firma- 
ment floats proudly, because patriotie- 
ally, every Sabbath from 6 to 6. At- 
torney General J. C. Stevens, formerly 
of Greensboro, N. C., and Mrs. E. A. C. 
Perry, the widow of the late Rev. F. B. 
Perry, an honored graduate, 1887, of 
Biddle university, who died in the In- 
firmary, Liverpool, England, two 
years ago, and I take a trip 
up the Mezsarado river. We spend 
three pleasant days at her 
rural bat very pleasant home at 
Johnsonville. Rev. Perry lived here 
for several years, built a splendid two- 
story residence, and laid ont a good 
farm of oaffee trees, etc. He left 
good holdings of lands to bis heirless 
widow. She is an old stndent of 
Howard University, Washington, D. 
C., U. 8. A. Her father, President J. 
8. Payne, was one of the longest 
termed execntives ofs the Republic, 
aud perhaps the most high-toned aud 
learned. The family is a large one as 
well as an historical and inflaential 
one. Mrs. Perry returns to Philadel- 
phia in May to enter the Medical Col- 
lege there. She is now an enthusiastie 
African Methodist, and we predict a 
warnr weteome for her in the City of 
Brotherly Love at the hands of the 
Parent Mite Members. Attorney Gen- 
eral Stevens speaks glowingly of the 
fnture of good Americans in Liberia. 
His honorable is also the agent of the 
American Colonization Society of 
Washington, D. C. His new farm 
was visited, and we also called at the 
home of Mr. Blossomgime, formerly 
of Arkansas, Mr. Parker, Mr. Rice, 
all emigrants, doing well aud well 
pleased._ Dr. Rice, formerly of Chat- 
tanoogn, Cincinnati, ete., who has 
heen here on a visit, became so enthu- 
sigstic over Liberia that he swore out 
nationalization papers and becanie a 
citizen at once. He has opened np 
stores and will begin to manufacture 
brick, etc., at once. TI have the weak 
nes& myself to say I am delighted 
with this grand Republic. Men of 
ability and tact can succeed. A poor 
man, smart aud frugal, can get rich 
here. Nearly every business man in 
Liberia started poor. The firms of 
Hill & Moore, of Cooper & Son, of 
Dennis Brothers, Fred Grant, The 
Shermans, and a thousand others, be- 
gan with scarcely a dollar, Some 
of onr late emigrants have 
been a disgrace to Liberians, because 
they expected to get -rich without 
working for it. Liberia is all right. 
The land is stHl there, fertility is 
growing more so, the government is 
benign, public education is fostered, 
chnrches are growing more numerous 
and honesty is about as common as 
it is in America. She only wants 
men, said Daniel Coker fifty years 
ago, If you are one_ then come on; 
welcome! Secretary of State Gibson, 
Postmaster General Johnson, who was 
twice president of the Republican and 
president of the **'Liberia College, 
and Attorney General. Stevens, and 
Sengtor King and Judge Travis spoke 
very hopefully of the future of the 
State. Rev. Dr. Mott, Rector Episco- 
pal Church, Rev. Dr. Johnson, Bap- 
tist Church, Rev. Jehn Cooper, M. 
E. Church, spoke hopefully of ——

Almost every houses in Monrovia is 
a handsome one. Colonel Williams“, 
where Dr. Manning lives, adjoins the 
Executive Mansion. The United States 
Legation is well located, The public 
»quare is ornamented with a beautiful 
marble monument of President Rob- 
erta, the Father of the Republic. 
Their currency bas on one face the 
Lone Star” and on the other the bust 
of a brave Liberian woman, who saved 
in an early war the Republic from the 
hams of the aborigines by ber bra- 
very at a cannon. The postage stampa 
are marked with the palm, cocoannt 
trees, elephants, rhinoceros, eto. Pos- 
tal cards are ornamented with the cuts 
of ex-prenidetits, and everything con- 
apires to create race pride, and race 
hope, and race opportunity, Militia 
and regiments are kept np, and a few 
battleships supported. Peace with na- 
tions and aboriginal tribes is conserv- 
ed scrupulonsly, and life and property 
are secure. We took our leave of the 
beantifut **Cape” March 4th, 1598, 
and reluctantly weighed anchor for 
Sierra Leone. We passed Cape Mount 
and spent a night, and on Sabbath 
morning reached Free Town all safe. 
Long live Liberia! Prosperity to her 
noble people!

The next thing he expeets 
is a big appointment, then the next 
thing is he wants to be a delegate to 
the General Conference, 8ome 
prominent minister tells that 
brother if he help to elect him 
and - (if he be elected) help 
bim at the Genera Conference that he 
would get him in if possible. Thus 
the plans are made, hence, they start 
off under such conditions. I ask, why 
send delegates to the General Confer- 
ence bound nnder oath or pledged to 
support certain propositions?. Does 
that prove that you have the slightest 
confidence in their legislative ability? 
Indeed not. 

There has been already much talk 
as to the number of Bisbops that 
should be elected, Some are calling 
for five more Bishops; others calling 
for « less number. In my opinion 
two or three more Bishops would be 
enough to meet demands. There is no 
use, as I see, to elect a whole lot of 
Bishops. Time would be lost, and it 
would a great burden and re- 
sponsibility upon our church. Suffice 
it to say, however, if the General As- 
sembly deems. it requisite to have 

well then 1 let them be. 
Think, however, it would 
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most 
of trouble to 
„ better life before the next General 
Conference, However, I carnextly 
Wope that the Great Head of the 
ohurch will so direct the thonghts and 
minds of thos2 who may compose its 
deliberation, that they may elect men 
of spotless character and impartial die- 
tions- euch men as will prove 
lessings to the church in after years. 
And now a word or 0 to those who are 
aspiring to the Bishoprice: Why do you 
want to be a Bizhop? Is it for the 
money that is being paid to a Bishop 
annnally? Or is it the good you ex- 
pect to do? Or is it merely the honor 
you want? Or is it to enlarge, to grace 
the position, with the dignity and hu- 
miliation of a Christian, — thereby 
edify the church? We trust it is for 
the good you expect to do. 

Some are calling for young Bishops; 
they aro saying the old men die too 
fast. Well, the young men are all 
right to a certain limit, but, in my 
opinion, they are not possessed of the 
proper qualifications it takes for a 
leader. Experience in work and ripe- 
ness of mind are two things they 
should, ought and must have to hold 
auch a position. This they do not 
have, because it takes years to get ex- 
perience, I do not care to throw a 
stumbling block in the pathway of the 
yonng men, for they are the ones that 
must and shall hold up the grand old 
banner of African Methodism in future 
days. I like the ambition of the 
young men. I always try to push 
them forward instead of drawing them 
backward, But my dear readers, it 
takes these essentials in combination 
with the many others to make a man a 
fit subject for the office of Bishop. 

These days it seems that everybody 
wants an office of some kind. Of 
course it is natural for a man to desire 
better things in life, but many are un- 
tit and unqualified to make them effi- 
cient office holders. While some are 
well ripened, edncationally, they are 
in need of experience; visa versa and 
$0 um in all cases. In order for a man 
to do good and to have a chance to 
make for himself a name, he must have 
more than one thing and be able to do 
more than one thing. The great men 
of today had hardships during their 
young days, climbing the ladder of 
life. They did not reach their spheres 
of greatness in one day or one week or 
month or year, but continnally labor- 
ing for there is a reward for every 
man that worketh, so with yon, yon 
mne labor and toil for that which yon 
want.

Having reviewed some of the good 
that has been done and is still being 
done by the Missions, gives us a 
broader conception of the question, 
Why should the A. M. E. Church snp- 
port such Missions? TI would that we 
could fully realize the condition of 
those to whom the gospel has not been 

reached, but who are «till groping | 
lindly in the darkness of sin and su- 
perstition.

On April 24th, after an absenes of 
three months, we arrived home, and 
had made up our mind to rest a month 
if possible, but, after overlooking the 
abundance of mail that had acenumu- 
lated during our absence, noutwith- 
standing our better half” always for- 
warded to ns the most important, ws 
forgpld there was a great deal of work 
before us, and that we must begin as

Our first visit in the state though 
was on the 20th of Jannary to Calers, 
where we were met by Mrs. M. E.

We 
met there the Rer. J. H. Warrick, P. 
E., of the Eufaula Diastrict, who used 
to be our pastor when quite a girl,and 
it «6emed to make him feel that God 
had brought ns up in. the work, and 
after relating some of the things we 
did when a child as miassionary 
worker in the charoh, made ns wonder 
ourselves, ard decide in our minds 
„that with God all things are possi- 
ble, for he told things that by us 
were forgotten and seemed to us as 
„but a dream told.” We left the next 
afternoon for Anniston, a beantifnl 
little city only 17 years of age, but is 
rightly called the Brooklyn of Ala- 
bama,” for it is indeed a city of 
churches; almost every denomination 
is represented. We found Rev. D. H. 
Butler, D. D., moving on grandly 
with his work; it seems that he must 
have had written on his appointment, 
„Butler, marching must be done,” 
for the A. E. Church 
Anniston, although not being the 
largest congregation in the city, is in- 
deed an al-ro nd, up-to-date chnreh, 
a well grganized Missionary society, 
with well equipped officers who mean 
business.

well, that sweet and lovely wife 
of his. After the drive we were taken 
to the home of Mr. annd Mrs. Wasb- 
ington to a 5 o'clock at home” recep- 
tion, and we there bad the pleasure of 
meeting many ladies who till then 
were strangers to us, and we all de- 
oided then and there that we enjoyed 
being at receptions, etc., where there 
wero gentlemen as well as ladies, but 
it was more than delightful to have a 
„Hen Party” all to ourselves. Our 
stopping place was at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Tarver on Quintard 
avenue, whose delight is to make ons 
feel at home. 

On May 4th we left home for Bir- 
mingham to attend the District Con- 
ference. and the Woman's District 
Convention, which met at Avondale, 
which was inden the best District 
Conference we ever attended. It 
seemed to us more like an Annual 
Conference, only the absence of a 
Bishop, but having the presence of 
Rev. John G. Mitchel, D. D., Dean of 
Payne Theological Seminary, Wilber- 
force, we now and then wo 11d forget that 
venerable head in our midst was not a 
Bishop. The Missionary department 
did not come up to the mark of the pre- 
vious year, owing to come complications 
unnecessary to mention just here, but 
started ont anew with an efficient 
President who is perfectly able to 
carry on the work, and who seems to 
be highly esteemed and much loved by 
the members, in the person of Mrs.

Its Moust alas Resorts to Bo 
Demand Than 


in Greater 
Ever. 

The coming summer is likely to be 
marked by a decided increase in the 
patronage of the mountain resorts of 
the south. For more than half a cen- 
tury the people of the south who have 
had the means and the leisure have 
been acecnstomed to divide their sum- 
mers between the resorts of the north 
and some of the older ones of the 
south.

memory, Wealthy families from New 
Orleans or Mobile traveled by steam- 
boat and in their private equipages 
overland to the heights of the Appa- 
lachian range, and there remained un- 
til the oncoming of cooler weather or 
continned their happy journey to Sar- 
fdtoga or one of the seaside resorts 
just in their beginnings. That was in 
the days before the railroads had made 
accessible and had aided in the devel- 
opment of many resorts which now 
rank with the best that the north has 
or ever had, | 

There are many distinct advautages 
possessed by these summer refuges. 
Though many of them have all the 
conveniences of table and appoint- 
ments, they are still close to the wild- 
ness of the woods. Within the walk 


cont stretehes of scenery, opportuni- 
ties for sportsmen and temptations to 
the invalid to woo health in eclose 
communion with natare.

The re- 
sorts along the coast will probably 
have « good business, but they must 
share to a greater extent than ever 
that business with the secure, health- 
giving, comfortable and pioturesque 
resorts of the Appalachians.
